AMENDMENTS TO THE INDUSTRIAL FINANCE 
CORPORATION OF INDIA EMPLOYEES’ PRO- 
VIDENT FUND REGULATIONS, 1948 

New Delhi, the llth October 1972 

No. 10/72. — In exercise of the power conferred by 
Section 43 of the Industrial Finance Corporation Act, 
1948 (XV of 1948), the Board after consultation with 
the Industrial Development Bank of Tndia and with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government, has made 
the following amendments to the Industrial Finance Cor- 
poration of India Employees’ Provident Fund Regula- 
tions, 1948 : — 

Regulation 6 ; 

The existing Regulation shall be substituted as 
under : — 

“The subscriber shall subscribe monthly to the Fund, 
from Ihc date on which he commences to subscribe, at 
the minimum rate of 10% of his pay. 

Such subscriptions shall be deducted by the Corpora- 
tion from the pay payable to the subscriber everv r month 
in amounts calculated to the nearest half rupee. The 
Corporation's contributions will remain fixed as provided 
by Regulation 8 below. The rate once fixed, including 
the rate of additional subscription, if any, shall remain 
unaltered throughout one year thereafter.” 


The existing Regulation shall be substituted as 
under : — - 

“(1) Every subscriber shall subscribe to the Fund 
when on duty or foreign service but not during a period 

ol suspension; 

Provided that a subscriber on re-instatement after a 
period passed under suspension shall be allowed the 
option of paying in one sum, or in instalments, any sum 
not exceeding the maximum amount ot arrears of 
subscriptions permissible for that period. 

(2) A subscribed may, at his option, not subscribe 
during leave which cither does not carry any leave salary 
or carries leave salary equal to or less than half pay or 
half average pay. 

(3) The subscriber shall intimate his election not to 
subscribe during the leave referred to in sub-regula- 
tion ( 2 ) , by written communication to the officer respon- 
sible for paying him, before he proceeds on leave. 

Failure to make due and timely intimation shall be 
deemed to constitute an election to subscribe. 

The option of a subscriber intimated under this sub- 
regulation shall be final.” 

Regulation 8 ; 

The figure “8-1/3%" shall be substituted by the 
figure “IO%” 

Regulation 14 : 

The existing third proviso to sub-regulation (1) shall 
be substituted as under ; — 

“Provided further that and subject to the conditions 
that no deduction may be made which reduces the credit 
by more than the amount of any contribution by the 
Corporation with interest thereon, credited under Regu- 
lations 8 and 9. before the amount standing to the credit 
of the subsediher in the Fund is paid out of the Fund, 
the Board, in the case of Officers, and Chairman in the 
case of others may direct the deduction therefrom and 
payment to the Corporation of — 

(a) any amount due under a liability incurred by 
the subscriber to the Corporation ; 

(b) all amounts representing such contribution and 
interest, if the subscriber has been dismissed 
from service due to misconduct, insolvency or 
inefficiency, or if the subscriber within five 
years of the commencement of his continuous 
service, including temporary service, resigns 
from the service or ceases to be an employee 
under the Corporation otherwise than by rea- 
sons of death, superannuation or a declaration 
by a competent medical authority that be is 
unfit for further service, or the abolition of 
the post or the reduction of establishment. 

NOTE-(l) Tn case of dismissal under (b) above, where 
the Boadd or Chairman, as the case may be, is satisfied 
that such deduction would cause exceptional hardship to 
the subscriber, the Board or Chairman may, by order, 
exempt from such deduction an amount not exceeding 
two-third of the amount of such contribution and interest 
which would have been payable to the subscriber, if he 
had retired on medical grounds. If any such order of 
his dismissal Is, subsequently cancelled, the amount so 
deducted shall, on his reinstatement in the service be 
replaced to his credit in the Fund. 

NOTE-(2) Resignation from service in order to take 
up appointment under the Central Government or under 
a State Government or under a body Corporate owned or 
controlled bv Government or an autonomous organisa- 
tion, registered under the Societies Registration Act, 
I860 (21 of 1860) without any break and with proper 
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permission of the Corporation, shall not be treated as 
resignation from Corporation’s service". 

Regulation 14-C : 

Clauses (a), (b) and (c) of Sub-regulation (2) shall 
be substituted as under : — 

“(a) an advance under Regulation II, or advance 
under Regulation 1 1-A, upto six months’ pay 
of the subscriber or one half of the subscriber’s 
own subscriptions and interest thereon, which- 
ever is higher, may be sanctioned by the Mana- 
ger. (Admn,)/Manager (Estt. & Accounts) 
in all cases and advances from the Fund above 
these limits may be sanctioned by the General 
Manager/Deputy General Manager/Assistant 
General Manager/ Chief Accountant. 

(b) withdrawals under the first proviso to sub- 
regulation (1) of Regulation 14 may be sanc- 
tioned by the General Manager/ Deputy Gene- 
ral Manager/ Assistant General Manager/ Assis- 
tant General Manager/Chief Accountant in 
the case of officers and the Manager (Admn.)/ 
Manager (Estt. & Accounts) in all other cases. 

(c) withdrawals under the second proviso to sub- 
regulation (1) of Regulation 14 upto six 
months’ pay of the subscriber or one half of 
the subscriber’s own subscriptions and interest 
thereon whichever is higher, may be sanctioned 
by the Manager (Admn.)/ Manager (Estt. & 
Accounts) in all cases and withdrawals above 
these limits under the Regulation may be sanc- 
tioned by the General Manager/Deputy Gene- 
ral Manager/ Assistant General Manager/ Chief 
Accountant.”
